Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  the  annual  ex- 
amination and  audit  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of 
Bridgewater  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1956, 
which  was  made  by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the 
vote  of  the  Town.  Exhibits  as  hereafter  listed  are  in- 
cluded  as    part   of    the    report. 

SCOPE  OF   AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  ac- 
counts and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treas- 
urer, Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 
Comparative  Balance  Sheets — 
December    31,   1955-December  31,   1956:    (Exhibit   A-l)  : 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  31,  1955 
and  December  31,  1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-l. 
As  indicated  therein,  the  Net  Debt  increased  by  $106.66 
during  1956. 

Analysis  of  Change  in  Financial  Condition: 
(Exhibit  A-2) 

An  analysis  of  the  change  in  financial  condition  of 
the  Town  during  the  year  is  made  in  Exhibit  A-2,  with 
the   factors  which   caused  the  change  indicated   therein.

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expen- 
ditures, estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1956,  are  presented  in  Exhibits 
A-3  and  A-4.  As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Ex- 
hibit A-4),  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of  $323.73, 
less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $242.84,  resulted  in  a  net  bud- 
get deficit  of  $80.89. 
Summary  of  Receipts  and  Expenditures:  (Exhibit  B-l) 

A  summary  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal 
year  ended  December  31,  1956,  made  up  in  accordance 
with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is  included 
in  Exhibit  B-l.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of 
December  31,  1956,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2. 
AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public 
funds,  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices 
and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record. 
Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and 
totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled 
bank  balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  de- 
pository banks.  Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was 
made  by  mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  in- 
dicated by  the  Collector's  records. 
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GENERAL   COMMENTS 
Collector's   Cash  on  Hand: 

It  is  noted  that  the  Tax  Collector's  cash  on  hand  at 
the  close  of  the  fiscal  year,  Decemher  31,  1956,  amount- 
ed to  $1,066.61.  This  was  remitted  to  the  Treasurer  on 
January  25,  1957,  subsequent  to  the  date  on  which  the 
accounts  for  the  year  1956  had  been  closed. 

All  remittances  should  be  made  to  the  Treasurer  as 
soon  as  possible  after  December  31st  and  prior  to  the 
closing-  of  the  accounts  for  the  fiscal  year  as  required 
by  the  provisions  of  Chapter  41,  Section  35,  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated. 
Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  184  of  the  Laws  of  1955, 
require  that  this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and 
recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal)  shall  be  pub- 
lished  in  the  next  annual   report  of  the  Town. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town 
of  Bridgewater  for  their  assistance  during  the  course 
of  the  audit.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

During  the  past  summer  a  full  sized  classroom  was 
added  to  the  River  Road  School.  Details  of  this  will  be 
found  elsewhere  in  this  report.  This  is  a  very  fine 
room,  well  built,  lighted,  heated  and  most  pleasing  to 
the  eye.  It  was  completed  at  an  unbelievably  low 
figure.  The  addition  of  this  room  sets  the  pattern  for 
education  of  the  River  Road  children  for  many  years 
to  come,  a  two  room  school  for  grades  1-8  inclusive, 
with  38  pupils  at  the  moment.  We  should  do  every- 
thing possible  to  make  this  a  fine  two  room  school,  well 
equipped,  well  staffed,  and  provided  with  all  the  essen- 
tials, and  some  extras. 

In  previous  years  we  had  a  complicated  and  unsatis- 
factory transportation  system  in  the  sense  that  we  were 
trying  to  do  too  much  with  one  vehicle.  During  the 
period  of  time  when  things  seemed  unsettled  this  was 
tolerable  but  not  good.  Once  the  new  room  was  added 
it  seemed  necessary  to  reorganize  our  transportation 
system  to  put  it  on  a  more  practical  and  permanent 
basis.  The  children  on  the  hill  are  now  being  transported 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Paul  Torsey  in  a  Jeep  station  wagon, 
and  those  on  the  River  Road  by  Mrs.  Jenness,  who 
makes  two  trips.  This  permits  a  good  timetable  for 
each  room  without  interruptions  due  to  bus  pupils  ar- 
riving at  different  times.  A  change  in  the  number  of 
high  school  pupils  will  result  in  being  able  to  do  this 
without  a  deficiency  appropriation.  To  keep  this  school 
well  staffed  and  well  operated  will  continue  to  call  for 
increased  appropriations.  The  voters  of  Bridgewater 
have  shown  that  they  are  ready  to  assume  these  obliga- 
tions.

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REPORT    OF    PUBLIC   HEALTH    NURSE 


Office  of  Selectmen

The  following  is  a  report  of  the  activities  carried  on 
for  your  town  for  the  year  of  1956  by  the  N.  H.  Depart- 
ment of  Health.  Bureau  Public  Health  Nursing. 

The  children  from  your  town  were  included  in  the 
Plymouth  and  Bristol  clinics  for  the  Salk  polio  vaccine 
inoculations.  There  were  four  clinics  held  in  each  of 
the  above  towns  during  1956.  There  were  at  least  85% 
of  the  elegible  children  in  town,  between  six  months 
and  20  years  who  took  advantage  of  these  clinics  and 
received  two  or  three  inoculations.  The  boosters  or 
third  shots  were  given  to  the  children  who  had  their  sec- 
ond shots  in  October  1955. 

I  wish  to  express  sincere  thanks  to  the  following: 
Mrs.  Lila  Forbes  and  her  committee  of  workers  who  as- 
sisted at  Plymouth  clinics,  helped  with  advertising  and 
transportation.  Mrs.  Vera  Sleeper,  and  others  who 
helped  with  the  Bristol  clinics.  Mrs.  Ellen  Williams, 
R.  N.,  School  Nurse,  for  her  excellent  assistance.  The 
members  of  the  school  personnel  and  any  others  who  as- 
sisted in  any  way  to  make  this  program  available  to  the 
Bridgewater  children.  The  High  School  age  children 
were  taken  care  of  in  the  towns  where  they  attended 
High  School,  the  exact  number  receiving  the  vaccine 
is  not  known. 

Home  visits  have  also  been  made  in  the  town  on  moth- 
ers, infants  and  preschool  age  children.  Arrangements 
have  been  made  for  children  to  attend  Cripple  Chil- 
dren's Clinics  and  other  follow-up  visits  made.
